WILLIAM PENN COLE was interviewed at his residence, 
3122 South 46th Street, at which time he furnished the follow- 
ing information: 


COLE stated that he would talk to the agents about 
anything except gambling. However, after some small talk, he 
was asked about his recent arrest on local commercial gambling 
charges. COLE stated that he could not tell the entire story 
at this time, other than to say that he had been fingered by 
the Italians. He said that back in the early sixties when the 
Italian hoodlum element attempted to organize and take о 

the small bookmakers in Milwaukee, he, along with| pe 
ind STEVE HALMO, formed the main line of resistance ъс 
against such a takeover. Не said that as а result of their 
resistance, the Italians were not able to organize bookmaking 
in Milwaukee and he credits himself with having kept organi- 
zed crime out of bookmaking in Milwaukee. He stated that he 
feels his recent arrest stems from animosities created during 
those days of the early sixties. COLE advised that although 
he would not divulge from whom line information was coming 
into Milwaukee, nor who is obtaining it in Milwaukee directly 
from out of state, he would go so far аз to tell the agents 
that the line information comes into Milwaukee on an almost 
daily basis from New York, Detroit and Las Vegas. COLE stated 
that he is to appear in court on November 11, 1971 on pre- 
trial motions and that he is not certain when he will actually 
go to trial. Не stated that once the forthcoming trial is 
over, he will sit down with agents and furnish them some 
information which he said he felt would be of great value in 
connection with the FBI's investigation of gambling matters 
in Milwaukee.
